Ou the way 
coming down from the mount one of the 
ladies saw a snake, and the writer, who, 
moie fearless of snakes than ot mice, 
killed it. It wasn't ijuite 10(1 feet long, 
in this place we spent .Sunday, guiug 
over to Unndewald, a small mouutam 
village, on .^und.iy morning.

ON liOATtl) T1IJC W-F.VSljAND, 


When 1 last wrote you we were in the 


central part ol Switzerland, hemmed in 
ou all sides with mountains several 
thousand feet high. At this time the 
mountains are lost to us, and but a very 
small &peck of land can be sighted. We 
left the Mercy river behind and are now 
sailing through the waters of St. George's 
channel on towards Queeristown, Ire- 
laud. 
Since Monday morning, S.05 


o'clock, we have been traveling right 
along with but a, few hours of intermis- 
sion. 


Leaving luterlakon, Switzerland, ab 


8.05 
on Monday morning we caine to 


Liverpool. JSng., on Tuesday evening- 
about (1.30 o'clock, having covered a dis- 
tance of 010 miles by mil and steamship 
across the English channel at Dover. 
We had a pic-nic dinner on the train on 
Monday evening, •which we all enjoyed 
very much. 
The European style of 


cooking is not so palatable to American 
tongues, and the change from a regular- 
ly cooked meal to that o£ an American 
luncheon was quite agreeable to all of us. 
The table was constructed out of our 
telescopes and satchels. After dinner, 
which is our sapper in America, we set- 
tled down to sleep and awoke near Brus- 
sels, Belgium. As 1 have already writ- 
ten you about Belgium I shall say noth- 
ing of the country and pass on to Ana- 
tand, the town ou the English channel 
on the Belgium shore. This is cp.iite a 
summer resort for Americans. We are 
told thai there are thousands of Ameri- 
cans spending the greater part of sum- 
mer there.

In other words 
the Republican proposition conjures up 
danger from a remote possibility in the 
future ; the Democratic proposition rests 
ou things already done and conditions al- 
ready existing. 


What Mr. Bryan might do if he were 


supported by a free silver majotity in the 
House and a free silver majority iu tLib 
Senate IB about as practical a question ai 
what Mr. Mt Ivinley would do under the 
same circumstances—a point which, in 
view ot Mr. Mclviniey's record on the 
financial question and the readiness with 
which he changes his mind on every other 
may be regarded as open to doubt,. Such 
a revolution, however, is so remote a pos- 
sibility, in epite of campaign figuring, 
that it cannot be admitted as an element 
of logical calculation iu a cool aud dis- 
passionate survey of thesituatiou. Any 
thing may happen in the next four or live 
years; the earth may fall into the sun 
and be destroyed—there are scientists 
who predict that ultimate fate for it; or 
Lhere may be earthquakes which will 
bring down our whole civilization in ruin; 
such a tbiug happened within a few 
years at Charleston, S. U., and a Uige 
part, of the country is said to be liable to 
the same sort of seismic disturbances. 
Nevertheless, while these thingsarepos- 
sible, and might occur at any moment, 
nobody is taking these remote possibili- 
ties into consideration in the practical 
affairs of life, but is addressing himself 
in existing conditions. 


Much is said in Republican organs and 


by Republican speakers of the baneful 
influence which Mr. Bryan's election 
would of itself exercise upon our pros- 
peiity and of the depressing effect upon 
that prosperity of his mere incumbency 
of the Presidential cilice.

Several years ago the secret ballot was 


demanded by the wage-earners for their 
own protection. That ballot has obtain- 
ed and through its operations those who 
toil for individuals or corporations are 
able to protect their political rights and 
to use the ballot according to their own 
judgments. This is a long step in ad- 
vance. 


Tbe labor organization has done much 


to lessen the evils of child labor. 3Sfo one 
can visit the factories where children are 
employed without contemplating the 
crime which is being perpertrated ui>on 
posterity. 


If there is any temporary economic ad- 


vantage in the employment of children 
of tender age it is insignificant when 


clone to tlie present and future genera- 
tions. 


To rob a child of its school days is bad 


enough, but to bend its back by a load 
for which only the adult, is fitted is even 
worse. 


Tlie labor organization has also contri- 


buted toward the shortening of the hour 
of toil, and if, should not cease its efforts 
until the eight-hour day is secured. Ap- 
proximately, one-third of the twenty- 
'four hours must be given to sleep ; it 
another third of the day isgivan lo 
man- 


ual labor, only eight hours are left for 
go:ng to and from the place of work, for 
the reading of current news, for mental 
improvement, recreation, social inter 
course and domestic life. 


Sincj the hours occupied in eating ana 


travel cannot be encroached upon, every 
hour addea to the day's labor must be 
lakeu from the time for intellectual 
development, recreation and the family. 


Iloftrlni- of Arl.illiutUiii. 


The labor organization ban beeu a con- 


sistent and persistent advocate of the 
doctrine ot arbitration, although it is 
dillienlt to see why the burden of thin re- 
form should be thrown upon the labor- 
ing man, Surely the employer, if he 
would take a comprehensive view of his 
own interests, would be as much benefit- 
ted by arbitration as the employe, and be- 
cause every prolonged contest between 
labor and capital brings interruptions to 
business aui pecuniary loss to luose who 
are in no wayrespousi bie for the disagree- 
ment, society in general is even more 
interesting than employers or employes. 


The desire foi justice is so universal 


that the public can be depended upon to 
support the finding of an impartial Board 
ot Arbitration as certainly as it can to 
support the successful contestant in a 
lawsuit. 
The Court of Arbitration is 


one of the certainties ot the future, and 
when it is secured and perfected, w 
shall wonder why its coming was delayed 
so long. 


The blacklist, by means of which em 


pioyers combiue to deprive the discharg- 
ed workman ot re-atnployuieut, is one 
the more recant menaces to tne labj ring 
man. Ttie mdependenceof the wage-earn 
er decreases as the diOieulty of obtain 
ing employment increased, and the skill 
ed workman, whose life has been spenl 
m acquiring eiliciency in certain trade 01 
occupation, becomes practically the chat- 
tel ot tae employer it every opportunity 
do make use of his experience 13 closed 
by agreement between employers. 


If this nation adheres to the doctrine 


that governments derive their Just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
and the people bave an easy and ready 
means of correcting all abuses, tae 
government will not need to be support- 
ed by a large permanent army, for every 
citizen will be ready to defend such a 
government from attack.

Oriental Immigration. 


The laboring man IB also interested in 


legislation prohibiting Oriental immigra- 
tion. 
It is unfair to the American 


woikmen, who is the foundation of the 
nation's wealth in time of peace and its 
defense in time of war, to subject him to 
the danger ot having his occupation 
given to an Oriental laborer, often 
brought in by contract, who has no per 
manent interest in our government. 


If the Asiatics come here, work for a 


few years, live on a lower scale, and 
then carry home the net proceeds of their 
toil, the drain upon our money supply 
will be similar to that caused by absentee 
landlordism in other conntries. 


The political objections to Oriental 


labor are scarcely less weighty than the 
economic ones. Race prejudice cannot 
be disregarded, and we have seen how, 
in every industrial depression, race ani- 
mosities result iu riot and bloodshed. 


We cannot afford to bring into this 


country those who cannot amalgamate 
with our people.

MENTS OF THE FARM. 


Farming is profitable according to the 


methods of the farmer. 
The largest 


profits are made by those who cultivate 
small farms. The gardener uses farms 
of 2 to 5 acres, while the ordinary farmer- 
is not satisfied with less than forty, and 
therefore cultivates 35 acres more than 
the one with a small farm. The quanti- 
ty of manure made is not sufficient for 
torty acres, but will give large crops on 
live acres. It is also lully as laborious 
to harvest the crops from the large farm. 
It is contended by the farmer that the 
gardener must perform more work with 
the hoe, aud that he must employ a larg- 
er number of assistants. This may be 
true, but if the value of his products 
warrant the uatljy IL unlei to make larg-
